Aside from the bus- 
iness generated by the intersection of 
the railway lines the city of Caigary 
depended until a yery few years since 
on the trade of a large ranching coun- 
try surrounding it. But the population 
which a ranching country can gsup- 
port is comparatively small and the 
trade which it supplies is according- 
ly limited. Had these conditions re- 
mained Calgary must have very soon 
reached the limit of its commercial ex- 
pansion. But the conditions upon 
which the city depended for develop- 
ment and prosperity were changed. It 
was discovered that the country up- | 
on which Calgary depended for trade 
could be developed from a_ ranching 
country to a farming district and to 
effect this change the Canadiar Pacific 
Railway Company in the exercise of 
an “unusual” power began a_ project 
for the irrigation of an immense ter- 
ritory lying east of the city which 


it was claimed was especially adapted 


for the production of wheat. Forth; 
with the opportunities of Calgary were 
broadened and an era of prosperity and 
expansion began which has probably 
astonished even Calgarians themselves. 
Had the Canadian Pacific Railway not 
possessed these powers aside from the 
its existence the 
irrigation project would not haye been 
| u\dertaken, the city would not have 
| been developed by expanding trade and 
| its prospect today would “hold bui 
| little of the splendid promise 
with which it is filled. 

Surely it is not from a city which 
owes so much to the possession of 
“bel powers by a corpofation that 
opposition should come to the grant- 
{ing of broad powers to other industrial 
| corporations. And it certainly is not 
!from a journal which has so vocifer- 
ously lauded the exercise of the ‘‘un- 
usual’ powers of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway Company that condemna- 
| tion should come for the bestowal of 
much lesser powers on the Grand Trunk 
| Pacific Terminal Elevator Company.
